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Alberta’s  International  Exports 
January  to  March  2001 
Highlights 


Overview:  Alberta’s  international  exports 

continued  their  strong  growth  into  the  first 
quarter  of  2001,  reaching  a sixth  consecutive 
record  high.  Exports  totaled  $17.7  billion  in  the 
period,  up  53.7%  from  the  first  quarter  of  2000. 
The  increase  was  largely  the  result  of  increased 
prices  and  volumes  of  natural  gas  and  to  a 
lesser  degree  of  propane.  Other  commodities 
with  large  increases  include  electrical  energy, 
polyethylene,  oil  and  gas  field  equipment  and 
beef.  Exports  to  the  US  increased  by  more  than 
$6  billion,  but  exports  to  the  rest  of  the  world 
declined  marginally,  as  strong  growth  in  Latin 
American  and  Eastern  European  markets  was 
more  than  offset  by  declines  in  other  markets. 
In  the  first  quarter,  Alberta  accounted  for  17.9% 
of  Canadian  exports. 

Major  Commodities:  Natural  gas  sales  tripled, 
as  prices  increased  170%  and  volumes  12%. 
Crude  oil  prices  rose  4%,  but  volumes  dropped 
11%,  for  a 7%  decline  in  export  value.  Exports 
of  propane  nearly  tripled,  as  both  prices  and 
volumes  increased  very  strongly.  Exports  of 
beef,  hogs  and  live  cattle  were  sharply  higher, 
because  of  strong  growth  in  prices  but 
especially  in  volumes.  Increased  volumes  led  to 
higher  exports  of  polyethylene,  acyclic  ethers 
and  canola.  Electricity  became  a major  export 
commodity  in  the  first  quarter,  with  Washington 
and  California  being  its  main  markets. 

Exports  by  Industry:  Exports  by  the  mining 
sector  rose  83%,  because  of  higher  prices  and 
volumes  of  natural  gas  and  propane.  Primary 
agricultural  exports  grew  by  7%,  as  exports  of 
live  cattle,  barley  and  hogs  (higher  volumes  and 
higher  prices)  and  canola  (higher  volumes)  were 
up  46%,  33%,  102%  and  47%,  respectively. 
The  manufacturing  sector’s  exports  increased 
by  9%,  because  of  higher  prices  and  higher 
volumes.  The  following  manufacturing  sub- 
sectors registered  strong  growth:  machinery, 
food,  feed  and  beverages,  chemicals  and 
fabricated  metals.  Exports  of  the  wood  products 
and  primary  metals  sub-sectors  declined 
sharply. 


United  States:  Total  exports  to  the  US  rose 
62%,  compared  to  the  first  quarter  of  2000. 
Natural  gas  is  the  primary  source  of  this  strong 
increase.  The  value  of  exports  of  propane, 
polyethylene,  electricity,  acyclic  ethers,  beef  and 
live  cattle  also  rose  strongly.  Exports  of  crude 
oil,  lumber,  urea  and  oriented  strand  board  fell. 

Asia:  Exports  to  Asia  were  down  10%  from  the 
previous  year.  Strong  growth  in  Asian  imports 
of  canola  and  artificial  filament  tow  (for  cigarette 
filters)  was  more  than  offset  by  declines  in 
Asia’s  other  major  imports,  such  as  wood  pulp 
and  coal.  Japan’s  imports  remained  almost 
unchanged,  and  China,  Hong  Kong,  Thailand 
and  the  Philippines  had  higher  imports.  This 
growth  was  more  than  offset  by  large  reductions 
by  South  Korea,  Taiwan,  Indonesia  and 
Singapore. 

Europe:  Exports  to  Western  Europe  were  2% 
lower  than  in  the  previous  year,  mainly  because 
of  lower  exports  of  nickel  and  coal.  Exports  of 
turbo-propellers  and  horse  meat  increased 
sharply.  Germany’s  imports  rose  24%  and 
France’s  28%,  but  Italy,  the  United  Kingdom  and 
Belgium  had  lower  imports.  Led  by  growth  in 
Russia  and  Kazakhstan,  exports  to  the  Eastern 
European  countries  rose  82%.  Exports  of  oil 
and  gas  field  equipment  rose  significantly. 

Latin  America:  Alberta’s  exports  to  South 
America  rose  26%,  led  by  growth  in  oil  and  gas 
field  equipment,  malt  and  durum  wheat.  Exports 
to  Venezuela  rose  17%  and  to  Brazil  7%. 
Central  American  imports  increased  35%, 
because  beef  imports  more  than  tripled. 
Mexico’s  imports  rose  57%,  with  beef 
accounting  for  about  half  of  these  imports. 

Other  Regions:  Exports  to  the  Middle  East  fell 
12%,  mostly  due  to  declining  wheat  sales  to 
Iran.  African  imports  from  Alberta  declined  9%. 
Imports  by  Algeria  and  South  Africa  were 
sharply  lower.  Exports  to  the  Oceania  region 
were  41%  lower  in  the  first  quarter.  Exports  to 
Australia  fell  46%,  and  to  New  Zealand  18%.
